The manager of 
the Garage informed. ua 
that he noticed on coming 
towards the rocks a Chinese who.

Mr. C. D. Lambert thought some 
sort of competition should be 
yheld, At Home every Automobile 
Association and.

Traffic Control. 

Mr, W. J. Crawford reverted: to 
the question of traffic control, 
which he though could not be 
too greatly emphasised. The 
Chinese - wandered around the 
streets aimlessly. The sidewalks 
were not used. “They seem to 
defy you, They seem to say ‘you 
dare not run mé down. They 
simply block you and make you 
pull up the car.” 

Mr. Crawford mentioned one 

particularplace, the approach to 
Kowloon ‘Ferry Wharf, where he 

had to speak, rather -abruptly 
perhaps, to other nationalities 
than Chinese, who were walking 
five, ai< and sever with arms link- 
ed a2voss the street. That should 
be stepped. It was not right. 

They had no right to take up the 
whoie street, and then they looked 
rather impertinently at the driver 
if he asked them to get out of the 
way. With regard to throwing 
things: from verandahs, he men- 
tioned an instance at Hunghom 
whe a nameless 
dropped into-his wife's lap. That 
was bad, bad, The, Police went 
along end threatened to take the 
ogsupents of the floors to the 
Station: but of course that was all 
rubbish, They could not do that. 
The Police did what they could. 
One didnot know what to do with 
these people. It was a problem. 
He hoped the incoming committee 
would take the matter up. : 

Mr. C, Lauritsen referred to the 
efforts the.Police-made, when Mr. 
Wolfe wag C.S.P., to induce the 
people to walk on .the pavements. 
Conditions were very much better 
until a certain incident, of which 
members Knew, occurred. Mr. 
Wolfe tried his very best to get 
some control over people wander- 
ing about the streets, unti] he -was 
stopped from doing s0, * Now 
traffic conditions were getting 
worse and worse. They were far 
better in Mr. Messer’s time. They. 
could not now drive through any 
of. the streets anywhere without 
being obstructed, and this year he 
had had half a dozen-wind screens 
broken by small stones, not so

Control] must begin 
much earlier. What the, Assocla- 
tion must press for was the ab- 
solute prohibition of the sale of 
yuch things in the Colony. 
(Applause). ' 

Major Cassel drew attention to 
the fact that two Chinese arrest- 
ed for throwing “bombs” were 
discharged at the Magistracy. 
That did not tend to prevent the 
damage to cars suffered in the 
past few! days. 

Mr. M. K. Lo agreed with the 
remarks concerning “bombs” and 
the necessity for traffic control. 
Notices were issued frequently by 
the Police regarding “bombs,” but 
he -suggested it was a case of 
familiarity ” breeding contempt. 
With regard to the traflic control 


which Mr. Wolfe sought to in- 


augurate, and which Mr. Laurit- 
sen had referred to, he could not 
find words to express his resent- 
ment at the method adopted. He 


did not think the pedestrian could we 


be deprived of the use of the road, 


and he objected to having to go ‘ 


to the Police Station if he should 
walk, say from Alexandra Buila- 
ings across to Jardine’s. He re- 


zalled the case of a Portuguese] - 


in which the Police came off rather 
vadly. ; 

The Chiirman said he thought 
they were all agreed that they 
vere not for a moment advocating 
force, What they were urging on 
dehalf of the Association was the 
education of pedestrians as to the 
danger of a heavy vehicle travell- 
ing even at fifteen miles an hour. 
(hey asked for greater mutual 
consideration on the part of the 
pedestrian, because it was a little 
unreasonable to find a consider- 
ible crowd walking’ down the mid- 
dle of the street: when pavements 
were provided for them. The day 
had passed in this. Colony. when 
the open. roadway was the natural 
place for pedestrians. For many 
years it was, but that was the day 
when there was no’ considerable 
speed traffic. To-day they had 
nearly five hundred motor cars 
passing to and fro upon the 
street, and it was time that some 
control over road tratfic was in- 
sisfed upon, unless serious and in- 
creasingly serious accidents were 
going to take place. Motorists 
did not 
roads; .but they did desire, now 
that the motor traflic had not only 
come. to stay but was “incréasing 
as the days went on in the, most 
astonishing manner, that on the 
magnificent roads that had ‘been 
‘built there should be adequate 
control for the-safety of every- 
body.

THE. CRACKER FIRING NUISANCE. 


Tho firing of crackers during tho Chinese New Yoar holiday is 
a subject that tas already been fairly generally touched upon and 
sovero condemnation has boen meted out to the practice of throw- 
ing detonating sand-bombs. But it seems to us that something 
very much niore decided might be said of the whole matter. Toa 
good many people the position is hy no’ means clear. Let us try to 
stato it, in brief. Ordinarily, all cracker firing in-the City and 
Kowloon is prohibited except where special permits ‘have been 
obtaincd from the Police. To fire crackers other than under permit 
is an offence for which fairly heavy fines can be inflicted. In view 
of the celebrations indulged in by our nativo friends. during their 
New. Year holidays the Hongkong Government usually: issues a 
notification in the Government Gazette giving general permission for 
cracker firing within certain upecified districts and at certain 
, Bpecified times. That practice was followed this year and we will 
quote the concluding lines of the notification which appeared in the 
Gazeite of January 24." Cracker-firing is to be strictly confined to 
the. times stated above, both within and without the prescribed 
areas; and both sides of all streets, or parts of streots named.as the 
boundaries above, are to be considered as within the prescribed area. 
No burnitig cracker orothor fire is to be thrown above the head or 
near any person or inflammable material, and all reasonable pre- 
caution must_be taken against accident, as every one is liable for 
damago arising from his carelosaness. ‘T'lie firing-of—crackers-is-not 
to be carried an in the vicinity of places of Christian Worship during 
Divine Service. The Police will have strict orders to summon or 
arrest persons firing crackers in contravontion of the foregoing 
restrictions. The firing of Bombs is Strictly Prohibited.” We have 
read through tho list of “prescribed areas” and find it extremely 
difficult to follow it, even with theaid of a map. But it is a- much 
more simple inatter to understand the prescribed times and it is clear 
that during the celebrations just closed very little. heed was’ paid 
to tho timo restrictions: Crackers were fired practically allday and 
all night and one cannot help woadering whether the Government's 
notification was taken tho slightest notice of. It would be interest 
ing to Jearn, too, whether notices in Chinese were posted in the 
atreots for the instruction of the natives. If the Government Gazette 
was the only publicity medium of the Government's ruling, then it 
is not a bit-surprising that.no notice was taken of it. 


We remember that last year the Police brought a great number 
6f-prosecutions against people’ who fired crackers at unauthorised 
hours and we also remember that they were, to a very large extent, 
dismissed by the Magistrates. Whether, in view of that experience, 
any prosecutions are being brought this year, will be interesting to 
nee, Atleast wedo know that two men summoned for throwing 
“ sand-bombs” were let off scot froe. We also know that, owing to 
complainis received. from Eur.pean business offices in the 
City, permits will not-now be ordinarily. issued in European 
districts during business hours and that“ farewell" crackers have 
practically been seen tho last of, except on the harbour. The matter 

_ became o nuisance (even business in the Supreme Court had to be 
suspended on one recent occasion) and had to be stopped. And the 
question is now seriously arising as to whether the. firing of 
crackers at Chinese New Year on the indiscriminate scale exper- 
ienced-during the past week is not also a nuisance that. will have 
to‘be abated. One recognises that “ Joss-pidgin” is dear to the 
native heart, that cracker-firing has & deeper significance for him 
than the mere making of noise, but it must also be recognised that 
anything that interferes with public peace, public safety and well- 
being must be strictly contrailed. If our Chinese friends must fire 
crackere, then.Jet there be‘very strict rules and. regulations. Let it 
all be got over in.an hour or two, not drawn out over days and 
nights to the distraction of many sleep-feekers. Dwellers on the 
Peak are immuno from the nightmare of it all, but Buropeans on 


_* the lower levels and’in Kowloon feel that thoy have endured it long 


enough. This is the year 192], not the azo wherein tho musty 
superstitions of ane clase should bo allowed to disturb and distract 
the rst and quict of others, Tt is also. the age wherein government 
regulations should be enforced, not mado a ludicrous farce. Wo are 
not asking for the total suppression of all cracker-firing; only for 
its reasonable control. Surely, our Government can give us that,

“boy" would give notice, the dollar 
drop a couple of points or a boil 
begin to develop on his. neck! 
What ho did not like about the 
missivo was the implied threat 
that if he broko the chain misfor- 
tano would overtake 
doubt that is the circumstance 
which accounts for the chain 
having remained unbroken for so 
longa period. Anyhow, we, per- 
suaded him to leave to chit with 
us, and no sooner -had he gone 
than it fell into the wastepaper 
basket of its own accord ! 


Aids To Navigation. 


Having regard to the Colony’s 
maritima character, a certain 
degreo of interest attaches toa 
remarkable device for guiding 
vessels into port which has been 
disclosed by the Admiralty for 
the benefit of the Mercantile 
Marine. Sound signals are obtain- 
ed from a cable laid on the bed 
of the soa. The system, a British 
naval invention of the war period, 
‘was installed from the entrance ito 
Portsmouth Harbour out to the 
Warner Light on the Channel 
sido of the Isle of Wight, a 
distance of 17 miles. Ships are 
thus enabled to find their way 
into harbour, or to an anchorage 
at night in foggy weather, or when 
all navigation marke are invisible. 
By means. of a dynamo 
installation on shore, the cable is 
charged with a high-frequency 
current, and ships fitted with a 
receiving apparatus on the bridge 
are ablo to find their way by 
picking up the sounds which the 
the cablo gives out. in Morse 
code, At present the Portsmouth 
cable and one laid experimentally 
in a channel of ‘New York 
Harbour are tho only installa- 
tions in use. Presumably: the 
Government has made d present 
of the invention to our American 
frionds. Tests carried out at 
Portsmouth last-month indicate 
that the cable could be effective 
up to 40 knots. The accounts 
suggest that the apparatus 
represents a. notable contri- 
bution td navigation aids.

The scheme, 
briefly, is to force, through the 
medium of his powerful press 
agency, all newspapers in the 
United Kingdom to pyblish 
their net sales. Morally there 
is nothing wrong with the 
publication of a newspaper's 
circulation. But should it become 
recognised as a*general custom 
it would have the effect of 
turning advertisers to the papers 
with the largest circulation. The 
smaller concerns would then be 
driven out of busigess, no doubt 
to be absorbed’ by. their more 
powerful rivals. 

In every branch of trade we have 
seon the gradual elimination of 
small businesses and the growth 
of combines; and we know 
what effect trusts. and the like 
have upon any country. That is 
bad enough. But with the pos- 


‘|sibility of one huge newspaper 


combine there would be no limit 
to its power. It would virtually 
control the country, politically and 
economically, and oven Parlia- 
mont would have to defer to its 
opinions. This new journalistic 
power promises to’ destroy the 
healthy rivalry of journalism 
which has done so much to pre- 
vent despotism. And if the con- 
tr summation of thia new scheme is 
realised it is impossible to say 
what new form of oligarchy may 
arise through its influence. 

The past few years have 
brought many startling changes, 
but. none more subtle or more 
cleverly conceived than than the 
change which the coercion of 
small newspapers promises to 
bring.
